SHEEP ON RESERVES.

With Exceptions, They May BEe Pas-
tured In Oregon.

A pamphlet, entitled “‘Rules and Re-
gulations Governing Forest Reserves,”
issued by Binger Hermann, general com-
missioner of the land office, promulgat-
ing the rules and regulations created on-
der the act of congress of June 4, 1897,
to insure the objects for which forest re-
serves were created, has jost been re-
ceived by the local United States author-
ities. The following sections will be of
interest to sheep men and mining men:

“The pasturing of livestock on the
poblic lands in the forest reservations
will not be interfered with, so long as it
appears that injury is not being done to

the forest growth, and the nights of

others are not thereby jeopardized. The
| pastoring of eheep is, however, prohi-
bited in all forest ml.lnm,r except
thoee in the reason that sheep-gruzing
has been found injurions to the forest
cover, and therelore of serious conse-
guence 1u regions where the rainfall is
limited.

“The exceplion in [avor of the states
of Oregon an Washington is made be-
canse the continous moisture and abond-
aut rainfall of the Cascade and Pacific
coast ranges make rapid renewal of berb-
sge and undergrowth possible. Uwnpers
of sheep are required to make applica-
tion to the commissioner of the general
land office for permission to pasture,
stating the namber of sheep and the lo-
cation on the reservation where it is de-
gired to graze. Permission will be re-
tused or revoked whenever it shall ap-
pear that sheep are pastured on parts of
the reserves apecially liable to injury, or
upon and in the vicinity of the Bull Run
reserve, Crater Lake, Mount Hood,
Mount Rainier, or other well-known
places of public resort or reservoir sup-
ply. Permission will also cesse upon
proof of neglect as to the care of fires
made by herders, or of the violation by
them of any of the forest reserve regu-
latione.

“‘The law provides that any mineral
lands in any forest reservation which
have been, or which may be shown to
be such, and subject to entry under the
existing mining laws of the United
States and the roles and regulations ap-
plying thereto, shall continue to be sub-
ject to such location and entry, notwith-
standing the reservation. This makes
mineral lands in the forest regerve sub-

ject to location and entry under the gen-
erul mining laws in the nsual manner,

WATER SNAKE FIGHTS EEL.

POINTS ON SNAILB'
Nothing Meteoric But Much m Is Im-
teresting in Thelr Career.

The Smithsonian institution has hit
npon something extraondinary in
snails. The creatures may be slow,
but they hold the record over all other
animals for prolonged vitality nnder
adverse conditions, szays the Provi-
dence Journal., Stories of toads dug
out of rocks in which they had been
imprisoned for nres are apocryphal:
but recent discovery has established
the eredit of this homble mollusk as
No. 1 in the tenueity of life.

Only the other lln_\ a specimen from
an islund off the eoast of Lower Cali-
fornia, inclosed in u drawer with part
of the molluscan collection, was found
to be alive. It had no food or water
for more than sic years. When placed
in the lox with merist carth it pro-
truded its feet, beran 1o move about,
and scemed to e s well as ever,
Some time azo o £2w snails of o differ-
ent =pecies. gothored in Mexico,
reached the Smith=onizn institution
and were placed in a box. They re-
mained andisturboed for two yvears and
three months, at the ciwd of which
time thoy werts put inton jor of glass
with scme chickweed and s smal
quantity of tepid water. PPretiy soon
they waked op and appeured qoite ae-
tive,

Pond snails. which are sometimes
foundd alive in logs of mahogany from
liominrns, possese equal endurance.
Spacimens  enrricd from  Egypt to
Parii. packed insawdust, hove arrived
uninjured. Other kinds bave been ex-
perimented wilh by shutting them up
i pill boxes and des hags for years,
but they have -arvived. The limit of
their vitality i= yet to bhe ascertnined.

Hemselves i the froond or under
wad leaves in winter: in tropical re-
rions they beeome torpid during the
ol season.  When sbhoat to start in
ou # perindd of sleep they seal up their

It i belicved that just as the seeds
of plants are distribnted by winds, so
lilkew e the oggsof snails are scattered

3 v the breczes, thus dissemi-
natimy their spevies. They are very
prolittc animuals. Some of  the great
land snails of the tropies, w hwh live
on trees and weigh a pound npuee lay
czgs that look strikingly like those of
pizeons. being qnite as large. The
vges arve deposited among decaying
vegetation, the heat of decomposition
hateching them.

No-
body is allowed to see a yonog lady un-
fess it is in the presence of her entire
family under the watchful eye of her
duenna, and there isn't much pleasure
in this kind of a visit to most young
men of America. Guatemala City has
a population of 80,000, but has no
theaters.
